Tile views III' tlic (_'olnni.'<l mi tlie wa- 
ter question have been freely expres.scd. 
Tliey are lo ilie offect Hint tlie city will 
find it to its adviintnge, on full consid- 
eration, lo aciiiiiie tlie property and 
rights of Hie Esqiiimalt \Vaterworl<.s 
company. At the same time we approve 
of a mo.=;t thoroush investipnliou of the 
subject in all il.s iispects, whether a.s re- 
spects the rights of the city or tlie 
aTailability of neighboring watersheds, 
in order that the most adrantnireins ar- 
ran^'ement iiiny in the end be arrived at. 
These i'onsi<li'riilions have no beariii;; 
upon thi- li.vlinv to be voted on timior 
row, anil are only stated for llie piirjiose 
of emplia.sizinK the fact that the propos- 
ed bylaw stnud.s upon its own merits 
and oupht not to be understood as form- 
inc a iiart of any particular water 
scheme. 

Some tliinps in connection with our 
■water system are unfortunately only too 
true. Tlie quality of tlife water' i.s not 
^•hat it ouglit to be. It it proposed by 
tlie bylaw to cleanse the source of sup- 
ply. One can li.-irilly see wlial valiil oh- 
ijection c.nii be r.Tised to this. Voider the 
^luost favorable circumstances the city 
cknnot hope to secure a supply from a 
new source witliin two years, which 
means tliat for two sinnniers we must 
depend upon ICiU lal;<', ami surely every- 
one will desire ihat the wnter shull be 
l<cpt as cliMii as [iiisslble :is loa^' as wi 
iiiiisl use it. The pressure is not sulli 
cient, and it is proposed tu inslal ii 
pumpin;; engine at the lake to remedy 
this drfiM-i. Ill the (ipiiiioii of persons 
i|imlilied 1(1 jiidqe this remedy will be 
elTcctual. \'ictiii-ia has lieeii so iiiiniune 
from serious tires that tlie citizens 
scarcely iipijreciale tlie necessity of hav- 
ing greater pre.ssure titan is now uvail- 
abl?, althon>;li lb" b'- '! of it for ordinary 
ibimrslii- |uii-pi»i's has ii.-eii only loo 
nuh-h ill eviili'iii'.'.

Cniitaln .1. W. Troup has b(>r^n ap- 
pointed a iii.'iiiliiT (if tli(> l.lKhthoiise 
Board of Ciuiada, and will leave Im- 
mediately for Ottawa to attend a meet- 
ing: of that body. This Board Is cnni- 
posed of lo'ialn members of the 
Marine and l-'isli.-rics Dcparlmciil ,niil 
a few outsldeis who are in some 
special way Interested In the protec- 
tion of navigation. One of the Allans, 
of IMontreal, is a ineinbcr. Mr. Sloan, 
M. P., wa.s, and probably Is now, a 
, member. Captain 'froiip has been 
'padded to the Board because of his ex- 
.tenalve Itnowledge of tho subjects to 
bo dealt with and of hi.s jiosltlon ;in the 
•eJtecutive head of the laiKest shlp- 
ownltiff concern In British ( ^nl iiriibia. 
Very Rrcal satisfaction will be felt, not 
only uinotiR shipping men, but by the 
public generally, that Captain Troup 
has been able to spare time from his 
duties here lo attend the session of the 
Hoard. 

Cardalii Troup Is thorouglily con- 
versant with the requirements of the 
coast In the matter of protection to 
navigation, and he will be able to pre- 
sent the ca.ee In a irmiiner thai will 
command attention. There Is Just 
cause of complaint in tho manner in 



which the representations made In this 
behalf have been met. One of the 
permanent oftlclnls of the department, 
who came here to look over the situa- 
tion, Is said to have remarked that we 
were a good deal carried away by sen- 
llme^nt in malting our demands for ap- 
p'rAprlatlons. Whether he said so or 
not, the Department has acted very 
much as if It Iboiigbt we wor^;; for a 
summer has been allowed to pass and 
very little has jjeen. accomplished. 
Captain Troup will be able to show 
the rdglubouse Board that the de- 
mands put forward by the Board of 
Trade are wholly reasonable. Whether 
he will be able to arouse the Depart- 
ment out of its letharg>' is another 
matter. It Is about time that the 
representatives of the r-onstltuencles 
directly Interested In this question gave 
some explanation of the reasons why 
the well-eonsldered plans, pressed with 
so much earnestness upon tlie atten- 
tion of the government and proved 
necessary by more than one tragedy of 
tlie sea, have been delayed in execu- 
tion, if not temporarily defeated, by 
otilcials who seem to set public opinion 
at defiance with Impunity. It Is no 
answer !'> say that this, that or the 
other ofllciul reported so and so. Offi- 
cial inspections on a line summer day 
from the comfortable deck of a gov- 
ernment vessel, which dodges into port 
"whenever the breezes blow." give a 
\ery poor idea of the conditions lo be 
ciicounteiod by mariners during win- 
ter storms and of the suftertngs cer- 
tain to overwhelm those who escape 
the merciless sea only lo be cast upon 
a merciless shore. W'c look to our 
representatives to protect our Inter- 
ests, and to remove the reproach aris- 
ing from insufficient coast protection, 
and they will not be allowed to take 
shelter behind ulii. lnl iiulitTerencc. 



ALD. FELL'S PROPOSAL. 

.\lderniaii l''ell proposes tliat hereafter 
a general business license lax shall bo 
imposed, which is not to exceed 10 per 
cent, of the annual value of the bii..iiiiess 
premises occupied by the person tiixoil. 
and the rental value is to he esiiinntod 
as o per cent. oC the assessed value of 
the land and iiniirovemenls. This is to 
be ill lieu of the present business ta.v of 
?10 per annum. The alderman proposes 
lliHt the Municipal act siinll be nniendod 
so as lo ;;ive effect to tliis proposal. As 
we uiiilerslaud the null ter the way this 
tax would w.irk oul would he that a 
Inisiuess man occupyius premises assess- 
ed ai $2,000 would pay a tax of $10; one 
whose premises are assessed at $'iO,iJOO 
winild pay ?in(), and so on, and this en- 
tirely without roKard to the nature cif 
the business, ilie prolit derivi.d from ii 
or anything idse. .Merchants cir other 
business men occupying tlioir own prem- 
ises would, in addition to the ordin- 
ary ta.x upon them, be compelled to pay 
une-h)ilf of one per cent, upon their 
n^sesspd value tor the privilege of doiii;; 
business in tiieni. Under this plan, the

Ill the meantime the people of 
Victoria and Vancouver Island have 
mtich to do in mtikiug the ndvantnges of 
their ocean frontier known and in He- 
curing the best available means of coii- 
iiecting the ports above mentioned or 
some of them, with the Iranscontinentnl 
railway systems. It is understood that 
till! movement in regard to the liridging 
of Seymour Narrows has been lemiior- 
arily held in abeyance, pemliiiK the re- 
port of .Mr. Hell, whicli is shortly to be 
sent fnun Ottawa. When Ihis is at 
liand. it will be in order to renew tlie 
agitation, unless .Mr. Bell's report should 
remove the project beyond the limits of 
reasonable probability, which, we liave 
rca-'on to believe, it will not. 



MORE CHARGES, 

T'he A'ancouver World has discovered 
what is probably another mare's nest. 
This time it is that a number of people 
are applying for land for pasturage, 
which in point of fact, so the World al- 
leges, is agricultural land. Any stick will 
do to beiu a dog with, and any old 
charge will do to throw at a governmenl. 
There is a law on the statute books, 
which provides how people may acquire 
vacant crown lands. This law has iieeii 
in existence for many years ami ilie pre 
sent government has not altered ii in 
any material particular, if al all. The 
law was deemed sutllcient to protect tiie 
public domain from being acquired un- 
der false pretences, and unles.s some one 
is guilty of misrepresentation it will al- 
ways be sulllcient for that purpose. .Mis 
representation is always possible, for 
unfortunately "11 men are not honest; 
but the World is surely not so absurd 
as to suppose that the Chief Commis- 
sioner or any other member of the gov 
crmnent, or any odicer of the depart 
iiient ill Victoria can possilily know of 
his own knowledge whether a particiiiiir 
piece of land applied for in the usuill 
way is agricultural, pastoral or timber 
land. Tlie Land Act provides what' evi- 
dence shall be furnished to the depart- 
nieiit as to the quality of the land, and 
if this reqiiirenieiit is complied uit'l. it 
is not very clear that the Cliicf Curumis- 
sioner Ims any rigiit to interfere 
"vith the due course of the law, uiiless 
some evidence is given him that a 
fraud is being practised. If the World, 
or tlie Kaniiooiis Sentinel, which fur- 
nishes the N'aiicouver paper with its al- 
leged facts, knows that any of the areas 
advertised in the liazette are not what 
iliey are ^represented to be, its cleac',d}iti'

CHINA MAKES RAPID PROGRESS. 

Rulors Reoogniz.o That Modern Ideas 
Must Be Acquired. 

■A competent authority on the Far 
East declares that the Chinese have 
made more progress during the last live 
years than any other nation on earth, 
not escepting Japan. He admits that 
China has not made such advance in 
iron and coal production as has the 
United States, but he contends that 
China has made a wider and more pro- 
found change in her whole attitude to- 
ward westerti civilization than has any 
ottier nation. 

The latest proof that Chicago's face 
is set toward progress is found in the 
Imperial decree, issued recently prom is 
ing a change of laws. While 'this de 
cree does not promise a' constitution, as 
careless readers have inferred, neverihe 
less it pninis in Ihnt direction. 

A more vital indication of progress is 
found in the recent Itnperial decree, 
making some mastery of western learn- 
ing a condition of future employtneiii in 
the government service. This decree 
does not effect eslsting office lioldi is. 
iind does not apply to candidates for of 
lice who linve already .completed the pre 
scribed course of Confucian learning and 
have received the first and second de- 
grees. But the .siBniflcauce of the de 
cree is found it) the fact that it pre 
scribes the identical condition for fu- 
ture Candida K?s for olllce which the 
young liimperor prescribed eight years 
ago, and which led to the Boxer upris- 
ing. It is significant that the Dowager 
Kmpress, who then retired the young 
Rmperor for his radicalism .now Issues 
in his name the identical decree which 
(irodiiced the revolution. 

Five Thousand Sohools Started 

A still more striking sign than this 
jiaper decree is found in tlie fact that 
Vuaii Sliih Kill, leading Viceroy of the 
eiiii,iire, has already established more 
than five thousatul primary and second- 
ary schools in the Chili province in 
order to prepare the young people of Ifis 
province for the new government 
courses.. He is attempting to Introduce 
western learning. and, indeed the 
English language into these schools as 
rapidly as possible. This creates a 
strong demand for lOnglisli teachers, hut 
the pay is too low in justify young 
people going from ICnpland or America 
to accept these minor positions. In lieu 
of .\mericaii and ICiiglisli teneliers, the 
.lapanese are being employed to leacli 
western learning, and in some cases the 
English language. The 'pidgin" Knglish 
which is taught by some of the Chinese 
scholars wolild indeed be laughable were 
il not for the fact that the introduction 
of the English language may possibly 
he-ome general, and if so may carry 
with it the introdnclioii of western civ- 
ilization. .\s .Me.'cander's adoption of 
the Greek language enabled Mint con- 
qnereil nation to transform the cirilizn- 
lion of western Asia; as tlie adoption of 
Ilomnii law nnd the I.,atin language bv 
the Norsemen carried with it Latin 
Christianity tliorouglily Europe, so the 
prevalence of English speech in China, 
during the next few years, will carry 
with il western sciences nnd western 
civilization. 

Testament In Sohoolt 

\ iniire striking indication of the 
adopiion of not only western civilization, 
bill of ( 'liri si ill nily is found in the de- 
cree just issued hy Chang Sliili Tung, 
ordering llie .New Tcslameiit to be in- 
troiluced inlo nil lli schools of liie 
Iliieh and lliiiiaii proviiH'cs over which 
he rules. 'J'lic decree slates that ilie 
pei-niaioMicc and high i|iiiilily of ('hincse 
ci\ ilii'.alioii is due to the faci thai the 
Coiifiieiaii classics iiuve been taiiglil In 
China for over •J,IIIMI years, Tlie Vice- 
roy adiiiiis. however, llinl weslerii na- 
tions h/ive some power which the Chi- 
nese iln not po.~sess. He is sure that this 
is not due to any siiperiiirily of the 
westerners over the Chinese, hut to the 
filet that ihe western nations iiave in 
their possession certain teachings not yet 
mastered. 

He thinks (his snpcrioriiy is (Pric ,,i ihc 
Rihle. nnd in order lo iniiKe the Chi- 
nese nol only equal, hill superior to their 
western competitors, he orders Ihe New 
Tesianioiit taught iilnngside the Confu- 
cian classics among Ihe lifty-eiglit mi! 
lion people over whom he rules. 

Sabbath a Legal Holida/ 

Perhnp.-i (he most .striking indicaiioii 
of the Chinese desire for we.sTern pro 
gress is found in the recent liii|ierial 
decree attempting to eslnblish the Chris 
(Ian Sabbath. The decree makes liie 
Sahbiith duy ii legal holiday. It is imi 
probable thai the decree will be largely 
followed throughnnt Cliinn. ns indeed, 
it is not probable that Chang Chili 
Tung's decree in regard lo the New '^fes- 
tamenl will he largely observed. These 
decrees, however, .ihow the iispirali<ms 
of the Chinese for western civilization. 

Some American nnd English nllicials, 
and. Indeed, some of tlip missionai-'es 
in Chinii are convinced Hint unless west- 
ern iiifliteni'cs are dwiflly nnd stroiiglj 
reinforced. Hie present movement may 
resull in a reaction which will indelinitiv 
ly delay the einergence of the Chinese 
inlo uioileni chllizntion. Indeed, the 
recent radical decree putting two nalive 
'ChincHR in charge of (lie Imperial Cus- 
toms is likely lo lead to the retiriuiieiu 
of Sir Roliprt HnrI, the aldesf Ijnglish 
olUclnl in China, and in the demoraliza 
lion of the Customs service. Only ihc 
lienity nnd speedy co-operation of wcsi 
ern nations in the present struggles of 
the Clilnose can prcveiil siiiiili,r radical 
attempts ut reform hy th^ imih-cs fol 
lowed by similar rencllons. in ;i wiir,\. 
China is to-day where llapan was .iii 
years ago; and if foreigners resiioinl in 
one of the greale.st opnorl iiiiit'»cs which 
ever ciinfronlcd the groping lOiniiire inn, 
modern liberty, iiindern eiluciiVnin, aoo 
modern investments, ■lli7,(Klll,0<)fl hiiiiiiin 
beings will emerge inlo wesicin civiliza- 
tion williiii a generation.

Hundreds of Wrecks and Dis- 
appearances on Great Lakes 
Every Year 



I It is generally adiniUed, and stnlis- 
' tics substantiate it, that in u storui 
navigntioii is iiiurt; dnngerous on Uic 
Great I/nkcs ilian on tlio ocean. Tlio 
is not space onougb for safety, aud tlie 
short waves and harrow channels ro 
quire more skill lliau tlie broad sweuii 
of the Dconii.

For :.'()0 to -ICki vessels of all kinds ai-e 
wrecked I'vory year, says the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. Of that iiniiilier pi^rhaps 
oiie-fniirth !ire total wrecks. The Unan- 
cinl loss is always upward of a million 
dollars and many yenr.s it approxiinales 
two millions for the ve.ssels alone. The 
losses III the carxoes are iiivaiialily 'lalf 
a million more. 

Every spring and every fall the treach- 
erous TVaters of Lake lOrie wreck sev- 
eral vesseLs. Few of the Imtre modern 
carriers are ever wrecked hy the fury 
of the storms alorii-. but .scores of the 
old wooden freiu'liler:; tzo down, iiiaiiy 
of them with all hands. The niimhcr of 
wrecks and the property loss liii.s tioen 
steadily decroasinp; dufiiiB the past few 
years and Uiore has not been a single 
disaster where more tlian a score of 
lives hare been lost for more than 
decade. 

One of the crealest marine disasters 
on the (ireat Lakes or anywhere else in 
the world was the lo.ss of the Lady 
ElkiiJ in Lake .Michigan, September 
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oir Thunder Ray llclit. It -.vas abnnt-S.HO 
o'clock in the eveniiif; and twiliglit still 
liiit^cred over the lake. Tlie aplA'oach- 
iiij; vessels siiw each other wlien miles 
apart. 'I'hey kept Iheir ('ourse iinl,il near 
each other, when the Pewahic init her 
Uelni n)>orl ;ind luid jnst commencnd to 
swing when shi? wa.t strnidi in -tlie vi- 
cin'ty of tlie pilot house l)y llie 
Meteor, ciitlinn her down to the water's 
edfTe. A iiiiml)(;r of men were killed in 
the lerritic criish, hoth vessels i;o\nK at 
fnll speed. 

( 'onfiisiDii followed alioanl l)Otli ves- 
sels. The I'ewabic had - on board alimit 
ITS passengers. Many were lielow, but 
others Were on deck tf) see (ho Mereor 
I)ass. When it. liecame evident that a 
collisioti was inevitable they ran for 
safclv to the afti-r tuirt of 1he vessel. 
Before the vessels sparaleil a few of tlie 
passengers id' the ill-fated Vewabie 
.iniiiped on hoard the ^[eleor. TiTe boats 
were at once lowered, lint within five 
minutes ilic Pewaldc went down. Many 
liail ihrown Iheniselves overboard and 
otiini-s were si ill lielow when the heav- 
ily laden vessid disappeared fnini sIkIiI. 
The boats iif the Meii>or were loweriMl | 
and many men, women and children whol 
were struggling in the water were siiveii. 
The Meteor reiiiaini'd in the viciniiy all 
iiil-'hl and in the morning signalled tliej 
)iassiiig in-opeller Mohawk, wliicli came 
alon^rside anil took the rescued passeng- 
ers til Detroit. At the time It was re- 
poited that the loss of life was abont 
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llie freighter MerelianI fonn- 
],ake Superior with all on 
it even a piece of her wreck 
n;.'e uas ever found. 'J'wenty-live years 
later, in 1,ST2, the schooner AVIiitney 
fonndereil in mid-lake. Oilicial rei'ords 
ol' the disaster state simply that slie 
foundered "mysteriously." Niitliiiii; is 
known of her except that she Icfi port 
sliipsliape and was never heard from 
a:.';iin. In both these instances every 
soul aboard iicrished with the sliiii. 

.\ .\ear later the schooner Mo'lisnn 
met \\illi a like fate. She was lost with 
all hands in Lake Superior. She foun- 
dered in the treacherous waters of ihe 
great, lake. In ISTIt the Wanlnina. a 
Canadian vessel, foundered in tfeorgian 
liay. Thirty souls went down with her. 
None survived to tell the tale of the dis- 
iister. 

Two years before that, liowovi>r. was 
a disapponnmee, n iiiiiriiinie eimina that 
is still more mysterious. In ii'^l 1 two 
boats, boili In tow of a ihinl. were lost 



1800. She was struck by the schoonei 
Augusta and sank in twenty minntcs. 
She had on hoard 300 escursiomsts, fifty 
ordinary pssongers and a. crew of thir- 
ly-tive offtcers and' men, a total of ''Sr). 
Of these only 98 were savefT. 

The .steamer Lady Vi\gin left Milwau- 
kee early Friday ni6rning, September 
7, with 300 excursioDiEits, largely mem- 
bers of the Independent U'nion Guards 
and their friends. She left Chicago in 
the erening between 10 and 11 o'cloek 
on her reg-tslar trip to Lake Superior, 
taking on board about fifty passengers 
.for Mnckinaiv rind other northern points. 
The erening -set in with a wind raoder- 
aely high. A heavy thunderstorm came 
np about midniiirht and the wind blew a 
perfect gale. At the time of the collis- 
ion the Lady Elgin was stenming north- 
ward again.st the wind. The steamer had 
all her' .lights set: the. Augusta had none. 

It was about 2.30 o'clock when llie 
collision occurred. The schooner sirn 
the steamer at the midships gangway 
the larboard side.

Only a few years ago the niagn'ifi- 
cent passenger steamer Chicora left St.

She sailed out into Lake 
Michigan, and from tliere into oblivion. 
•Not 11 word was ever heard, not a sin- 
gle tolcen found whiidi threw light on 
iter total disappeiirnnee.

He Would Call a Meeting 
and lay Ills proposition- before the 
public. He thought that as the Mayor 
had called the meeting, he' should ad- 
dress it first. 

The CJiairman said it was generally 
understood that it was the Mayor's 
meeting, and called on him to address 
those present. 

The Mayor said he was sorry that 
the same tactics that had been adopt- 
ed during: the discussion of the water 
question were being Introduced info 
the meeting. He had been accused of 
havlngr 'a scheme. He acknowledged 
that he, had, arid staid it was backed up 
by the 'city ofnclals. He was of the 
opinion'! that the water committee 
should place their views before the 
meeting flrat. 

The Chairman said that If the 
mayor and chairman of the water 
committee refused to talk he would 
have to .take the voice of the meeting. 

Aid. Stewart said he had no objection 
to speaking, but he was surprised that

He could not agree u itli the statement 
of the Mayor that his ' the Mayor's) 
scheme was supported by the city 
offlclsls.

He took occasion 
to refer to the recommendation of Ex- 
pert Adams, who was reported to be 
the ablest man on the continent, and 
according to Mr. R. P. Rlthet the city 
was very fortunate in securing the 
services of Mr. Adams, and he thought 
the city \vould be very foolish if it did 
not accept his advice.

Dancing Is now considered a neoes- 
.sary adjunct oC tiie naval cadet's 
education, anil daily, wltii the excep- 
tion of Saturday and, of course, .Sun- 
day, lessons of twenty miiuile.s' dura- 
tion are given to cadets al Dart- 
mouth by order ot the .-\dmlralty. 
Dancing greatly Impro^^es tlie carriage, 
and l.s also very beneficial to heallli, 
and it Is for these reasons that, t'le 
autlioritles in Whitehall liave doi'ld.'d 
that instruction in dancing shall be a 
regular feature of the curriculum of 
the naval cadet. He is not being 
taught how to dance wllh the object 
of adding: to his accompilshment.s from 
the social point of view. Dancing Is 
regularly taught cat'.sts of the United 
States army !i< V. -at Point Academy, 
and it is piobable that our mllltury

A safe nnd cluiractcristic liigh explos- 
ive of the propulsive order is tlio cord- 
ite; wliicli is used in lircarnis of all sizes. 
C'ordile coiisisls of guucotton, nitrogly- 
cerine iiiiii niiiicrnl jolly, suitably incor- 
porated liy aid of 11 solvent, acetone, 
wliich is drietl out of the mixture and 
lea ves finished cordite as a horny, tough 
substance, rcseuihllng celluloid in np- 
pcnriiiico. 

Niiliirnlly in tlie production of nn ex- 
plosive the ilnngerous processes must be 
iniiiiiiiii'.ed, and cleanliness, acciirncy and 
great care nre reiiiiired. Tlie nitroglycer- 
ine used in cordite is a substaiicp made, 
by acting upon glycerine wliich has been 
ailowccl to !ibsiM-b a (|iiiiiilily of N. It, 
technically is a diingeroiis liijiiid, but it 
can be made safe by certiiiii tidinixtiire 
of other materials. 

Thus dynamite is merely Kieselgulir, 
or diatonuiceotis earth, calcined and 
clean, wliicli has lieeii nllowed to absorb 
a quantity of -N- <i. The iitidiitity ab- 
sorbed must aiwiiys he less tlinn tiie ca- 
pillarity of llie celliilnr diatoms enables 
them easily to reiiiiii wiiliniii drip or or- 
erllow. Kieselghur, fully diarged with 
.V. G., so that the liquid leaks nut of 
Iho compound, is as dangerous as tlie 
iinalisorhcd lirpiid, because when fully 
charged tliero is no cnpucity for Innocu- 
ous compression aud the full danger of 
an incompressible unstable liquid may 
be <lcve!opcd by tlie most trivial cause. 

In cordite, though solidity has been 
iittiiiiieil, the dniigeroiis iiistaliilily has 
been so far overcome that only by Igni- 
tion can it iigniii be liroilglit into action. 
Wc inav Ihns /ollow the inanufaciure 
of this itrticle as one of tiie .'•■afest and 
best known propollant explosives, for 
cordite is used only as an ammunition.
